It's confeſs'd, ſeveral little Rents are remaining to keep in 
mind the Services the Generality of the People underwent for- 
merly ; which certainly are not to be wiſhed for under the 
honourable and happy Charaer of old* England : For! if old 
Eygland has been under hard Services ſince Mega Charts (which 
was obtain'd by popular Sway,) what did ſhe endure or under- 
go before Magna Charta one 2 I would willingly joyn iſſue, 
and pledg their Health if they only recite the Honour and 
Courage of old England, which appear'd, demonſtrated, and 
effe&ed their great Exploits by thoſe Services; which do clearly 
evidence, that the Nobility and Gentry going perſonally into 
the Field, do defend and conquer with Honour and Advantage, 
like our preſent King, and like the antient Romans, who, whilſt 
they went in perſon, conquer'd for the moſt part : But when 
they had enlarg'd their Dominions, and rais'd, as they thought, 
an immortal Terrour, Honour, and Character, they became 
effeminate, and made uſe of mercenary Armies, and declin'd 
the Uſe of -Arms themſelves: So that in proceſs of time, 
they waving the general Good, ſet up for deep Pokticians, 
and by ſeperate Infinuations, obtain'd Popularity, and lo fell 
into domeſtick Quarrels, till there's” nothing remaining more 
than ſome of their Statues, Medals, and Hiſtories to demon- 
ſtrate what they have been.

the Name of Talbot. remains as a Terrour: But we have loſt 


that Power by a lang ſeries of Peace in Queen Elizberbs days 
and King Fames's; for after ſhe had happily defeated the Spa- 
iſh Armado: ſhe did, it's confeſs'd, fer up and went a great 
way-in the Dominion of the Narrow Seas, and ſoon after 
reſted her ſelf contented with Familiarities and pretty Infinua- 
tions into her People : whoſe Steps King 7ames 1. followed, 
for he had ſuch an Averſion to Gun-powder he ſmelt it at a 
great Diſtance, and ſo being a Man-of Literature he convers'd 
with Scholaſticks, and did go a great way towards arguing out 
Popery 3. which made the ſubtle Jeſuit go another way to work, 
and dreſs himſelf in a Fanatical Diſguiſe, under which it's 
doubted: he ſtill. Jucks amongſt us ; however its ſadly experi- 
encd that the Jeſuit was the Bellows that blew up the late Civil 


War ;. and that altho he could not iofinuate himſelf into the - 


majarity- of the Nobility-and Gentry ſo as ta altenate them from 
their Dnty to their King ;- yet he knew what I have ſeveral 
times heard recited as the Original of an Engliſh. Gentleman or 
two,: That the only means to counter Honour is Zeal. And 
fo. we found: that'the Enthuſiaſtick Head and hard Hand in- 
couraging the unthinking Mobb at that time with Plunder and 
Sacrilege, brought-us almoſt to Devaſtation; and yet I hear 
ſome admire the Man that had the Gathering of two or three 
ealie Reigns, or Gleanings of that Confufion, as we naturally 
call. Arbitrary. Power. It's confeſſed thoſe Times ſhew'd great 
Courage; Blood and Sjaughter on both ſides worn as a Scene 
of Mirth to him that thought he had Succeſs. But when we 
commend theſe Traditions or Hiſtorical Stories of Courage, we 
ſeem- to reſemble the Perſon that loves Honey, but. does noc 
conſider the laborious Bee who goes abroad with a natural In- 
clination to gather Store againſt the Winter, at every Glimps of 
Sun-ſhine innocently. moving not apprehenſive of the Storm 
that is coming, which perhaps aftrights her home before ſhe 
has. found out any thing to compenſate her Pains, and ſo re- 
turns home empty of any Loading, only rejoycing ſhe has fav'd 
her Liſe; and it when the beſt of Days happen to favour her, 
and ſhe make quick Returns, unloading her ſelf immediately as 
ſhe gathers, yet we ſcarce think or know from what Bryars, 
Brambles, Thorns and prickly Buſhes ſhe has obtained this we Pp 

much 
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much delight in, and fo tyrannically, as 1 may call it, :.de- 
ſtroy this laborious Creature. This 15a crue: tatian of 
our Government-Power and its Effeds till lately ; it's ſince the 
Revolution that the Z»glifh Subjet was put jinto the maſt 
likely Enjoyment of what the Terreſtrial Matters can afford 
and theſe Halcyon days were ſecur'd us by the Sree. 12:Cor. IL 
c. 24. All Tenures by Knights Service #s Capie, and Common

From hence it is we may ſay we were freed from the trait 
Reins and Spurrs that hung up in: the Hall of the Prerogative 
Palace, tho they have not been efteQually put''on for ſome 
times we having been by the Indulgence of ta former Reigns, 
1 now mentioned, grown rather hike untameable Creatures t 
Colts, and found-our ſelves grown to. full Strength; ſothat we 
would neither indure 'Bit nor Bridle , and the Spurs are of 
no uſe without Baoking; ſo that in truth-it was no great Dif- 
ficulty to treat with the Crown to: part with theſe Tackle; 
which (unleſs the Court of Wards) in my apprehenſion had not 
been made ule of for many years; yet the Wiſdom of the Na- 
tion did not like-to ſee them hang 1n their Sight ; and therefore 
were willing-to come wo a Compat. And the whole Nation 
having drank rather too much in the Rejoicing at the Reſtaura- 
tion-of him that had an Hereditary Right, and was affable in 
his Treat to a Bargain ; and fo, as I apprehend it, exther by 
ſhortting the Meaſure, or ſmalling the Liquor, or taking awa 
a little of the Brewers immenſe Profit, we were eas'd of a 
theſe Incumbrances for Exciſe, The Militia being re-eſtabliſh'd 
and in ſome parts a little new modelPd ; which ſeemed very 
ſatisfaRtory and a good Security, till our Neighbours grew /po- 
tent, and we conl1derable, having in the main recovered our 
inteſtine Ruines the Plague and Fire of Lendon. And then 
Grumblings began, Jealouſies again increaſed, and then every 
individual Perſon began to arm again, and Politicians began to 
publiſh Reaſons : and had not _ Neighbours Potency _— 
2 
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' Sea and Land, given us Apprehenfions of theic Readineſs to (lip 

in'amongſt us; we look'd very like the adventuring another E- 
ruption, which Providence has mercifully prevented by his own 
ſcourging methods, which put us in thacow Fears, tho in his 
mercy-he hath: ſtop'd bath the apparent Dangers , either of 
bringing in Popery or arbitrary: Power by Infinuutions and Po- 
licies, or Popery and Devaſtation by a Potent Neighbour. 

For avoiding of which for the future is the main End of ſe- 
yeral Scriblings and Diſcourſes, and ſeveral ſerious Confidera- 
tions of the wiſer Heads. All which ace or ought to be wiſh'd 
to be ſucceſsful for finding out che beſt Expedients for our 
Preſervation. For which I ſhall not adventure to ſay any more 
at preſent, tho I have more Thoughts about the Militia and 
the Diſciplined Army, in the Diſcourſe of which I have ſaid fo 


much, I muſt decline any farther , without continuance of 


theſe or thoſe of Annuities; and endeavour to offer two or 
three Apologies for compoling or making my Peace | for 
what I have ſaid; tho [ hope it's no more than my common 
or ſtanding Misfortune , rather than wilful Faulc, for I am 
ſure 1 do not do any thing ſpleenatickly nor out of Diſgult. 


But my. preſent State 15 much as my Caſe was in King Charles's 


Sickneſs, for obeying Commands and doing my Duty. 

The moſt diſmal and melancholy Morning (with: Showers 
and Floods of Tears) that ever I beheld in the Faces of all 
People, Nobility, Gentry. and Commonalty, both in Court 
and City, (wherein I had my ſhare, by hazard of Life and the lit- 
tle Fortune I had left) was when King Charles the Second fell 
into.an Apople&ick. Fit, which he never recovered: immediatly 
upon his Fatal Silence I was commanded to double the Guards, 
and ſhut up (if it was poſlible) all the Avenues to the Houſe ; 
and perſonally attend at the Door (into the Fane Room) out 
of the great Anti-Room to the Bed-Chamber ; and admit no 
Perſons, of any Degree or Quality whatſoever, to come in or 
to continue in that great Room, unleſs Privy- Counſellours. In 
Obſervance of which 1 drew upon me the Odium-of moſt of the 
Nobility, Quality, and Officers; ſo that I had Threats and 
Challenges innumerable: every 1ndwidual- Perſon, through his 
Afﬀection and Intereſt, being as defirous as if his own Lite was 
at the pzriod; to know the King's Condition. After ſome d- 
ſtint times Lords were allow'd to. be there, and then- Lords 
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Sons. But all the ficſt day the Saw was drawn over me betwixt 
the Lord Chamberlain, Groom of the Stole and Lord of the 
Bed-Chamber in Waiting, all of chem claiming the Juriſdi&ion of 
that Room, ſo that I was teazed within, and ſo threatened without, 
I concluded I muſt never appear in Publick. My caſe may not 
be far differing now, without Providence favour me, and that 
your Lordſhips, the Army and the Generalicy of the Nation 
will believe that what I have adventured to ſay, and do in theſe 
Papers proceed from the ditates of my Duty and Conſcience 
for the general good of the preſent and future Age and Ages, 
and not out of Pride or Fantaſtick conceit; and where 1 am 
erroneous T hope it will be gently paſſed over as the effe& of 
Ignorance and Melancholy 3 which I confeſs is ſometimes near 
being my Maſter, particulacty when I find my intentions for a 
general or particular good (for others as well as for my lelf ;)are 
taken in another ſence, and turned to my Inconveniency or 
Prejudice; therefore [ crave your Lordſhips Pardon in general 
for the trouble that theſe Papers may have occaſioned ; promitlin 
that if I remain after this Seflions diſcountenanced © bor 
in the attempts for making the Militia more uſeful, and alſo 
the renewing and better ſettling the Annuities, 1 will never ſet 
my hand again to a Publick Print as I do to this, rather by way 
of Declaration than Recantation of what TI have unhappily pub- 
liſhed co my loſs, and the diflatisfa&tion of a particular Lord; 
from whom I do hereby ſolemnly declare with. Truth ' and 
Sincerity3 that L have received more Favour:and Kindneſs
